Agincourt, Waterloo, 
Gettysburg and Sedan were to the 
destines of nations this fist fight was 
to ring history. 
It changed the pugil­ 
istic map from England to America. 
Heenan and Sayers fought at Farns- 
boro. England, April 19, 186t. for the 
championship of the w'orld. 
Tjeenan 
won. altboiigb the referee, intim idat­ 
ed by the English mob. declared the 
fight a draw. 
“The Benicia Boy,” as 
Heenan was called, 
w'as a iamous 
American character. 
He was a par­ 
ticularly k andsome man, a reputable 
gambler, and in bis 
way %vas the 
most popular maif in his cla« s. 
In 1858-59 John Morissey %vas then 
at the head of American pugilism 
He 
had established a repuiaticn of being 
a veritable bulldog in ti e prize ring, 
and succeeded Tom H vct as champion 
of America. 
Morissev’- style wa^* re­ 
ally of che rough-and-tumble cbarac 
ter, and be w’as famed a-, being almost 
invincible by bis “go-as vou-plaase” 


fighting. 
Heenan, who bad gained a reputi- 
tion as a great athlete and fighter on 
the 
P a c ific coast, was brought from 
there for the ( xpress purpose of fight­ 
ing 
Morrissey. 
After 
considerable 
talk the men were matched to fight 
for $5,000 a side, to tak e place Octo­ 
ber 29.1858, and they w’cre compelled 
to go to Long Point, Canada, to bring 
off the affair. 
Heenan lost after a bloody battle 
and when the Benicia boy pressed bis 
claim upon his quondam conqueror 
for another m atch the latter replied 
“Go and fight Tom Sayers for tb^ 
cbanipionsbip of the world. 
If you 
win. then I wifi fight you for $in.OOO,” 
and it W’as this random rem ark of 
Morrissey's that first put into Hee­ 
nan’? bea<l the idea of sf ndimr a chal- 
buiiro to thf* champion of England. 
At that time Tom Sayers, who was 
a vt ry small middleweight, ludd the 
heavyweight championship, the Eng- 
lishnit n were loth to give him the 
belt and title from Perry. “The Tip­ 
ton Slaslmr,” and had since held them 
against Bill Benjamin, Tom Paddock , 


etc. 
The English public w'as crazy about 
Sayers, and more than ready to find 
money to back him against any man 
living. 
W hen 
Heenan's 
challenge 
reached England Sayers w'as matched 
for a new battle with Bill Benjamin, 
and as Heenan 
w'as the 
defeated 
candidate for the American champion­ 
ship, the English were both to give 
him a chance, preferring a match with 
his conqueror. Morrissey. 
How'cver, 
through the negotiations of George 
Wilk es, and his prom ptness in post­ 
ing his money in support of Heenan. 
the m atch was made. 
The fight took place early in the 
morning. 
At 7:30 o'clock a roar of 
cheers announced the advent of Tom 
Sayers, who cooly tossed his hat over 
he ropes and then entered the arena, 
accompanied by his ohl pal and fa­ 
vorite second, Harry Brunt on, anil 
Jimmy Welch, two as able henchmen 
as any prizefighter could wish to have 
in those days. 
Before the cheers for the English 
champion had died away Heenan an- 
peared. and there was a fresh our- 
burst of applause.

THEY ALL UVE AN EASY LIFE. 


Visitors From Other Tribes Are Fre­ 
quently Given Extravagant 
Remembrances. 


With pro perty wo rth o v er $30,000 
and an inco me su fficient to meet ev ery 
need, an Usage Indian’s thinking co n­ 
sists chiefly in dev ising way s o f spend­ 
ing mo ney , writes a Pawhu ska, Okla., 
co rrespo ndent- 
Their clo thing is o f 
fine tex tu re and go rgeo u s hu e. 
Bo th 
sex es wear blankets, 
leggings and 
mo ccasins. 
The wo men add a skirt 
u su ally richly beaded, that ex tends a 
little belo w the knee. 
The girls nat­ 
u rally wear the finest garments and 
display the gay est co lo rs. 
Ev ery Osage family o wns a two - 
seated su rrey and a team o f ho rses. 
Many hav e mo re ho rses and light 
spring 
wago ns. 
When 
the brav e 
go es to to wn in a wago n he o ccu pies 
the seat. 
The squ aw and children 
hav e seats o n the flo o r o f the wago n 
bo x . 
The qu eerest o f these $30,000 abo ri­ 
gines is a warrio r, 
o f 
middle age 
named Jo hn. 
He sleeps o n the side­ 
walk o r in do o rway s. Residents hav e 
fo u nd him there 
winter 
mo rnings 
wrapped in his blanket and co v ered 
with sno w. 'Wh&t is wo rse fo r Jo hn 
is the fact that the Indians will hav e 
iiotliing to do with him. 
It seems that when Jo hn was 14 
y ears o ld he died. 
That is, he was 
dead as far as any bo dy in the tribe 
co u ld tell, and they 
co u nted so me 
wise men in their nu mber. 
So Jo hn 
being dead and the Osage cu sto m no t 
requ iring delay , they carried him o u t 
and hu rried him. 
In tho se day s a 
dead Osage was held u pright in a 
field so mewhere 
and 
sto nes piled 
aro u nd, fo rming a kind o f chimney . 
Fo r sanitary reaso ns the go v ernment 
afterwards 
requ ired 
that they be 
placed u nder gro u nd. Jo hn was bu ried 
In the regu lar way and his friends re­ 
tu rned ho me. 
That 
ev ening while 
they were lamenting his departu re, 
Jo hn walked into camp. He had o nly 
been in a trance, and when co nscio u s­ 
ness retu rned 
he bro ke do wn the 
chimney and fled fo r the tepee. 
He 
was no t welco med. 
Instead, they in­ 
fo rmed him that 
he 
was o fficially 
dead, and. so far as they were co n­ 
cerned, he wo u ld stay dead. 
All they co u ld make o u t o f it was 
that a spirit had taken po ssessio n o f 
Jo hn’s bo dy and co me into camp to 
ho o do o them. Jo hn pro tested that he 
was a genu ine, liv ing Jo hn, bu t they 
o nly lo o ked the o ther 
way . 
They 
sco rned him and do to this day . Uncle 
Sam o fficially reco gnizes the resu rrec­ 
tio n and replaced Jo hn’s name o n the 
ro lls, so he has no t su ffered fo r the 
necessaries o f life. A merchant feeds 
him and cares fo r his mo ney . 
A squ aw entered a fu rnitu re sto ie 
and made it kno wn that she desired 
to pu rchase a sewing machine. 
Sev ­ 
eral o f o rdinary ^ design were su bmit­ 
ted. bu t she sniffed and tu rned her 
head. 
The dealer dragged o u t o ne

He saw the squ aw 
and entered. She sho wed him the pu r­ 
chases. 
He asked the price and was 
to ld $140. 
Witho u t a wo rd he drag­ 
ged a hu ge ro ll o f bills fro m his po ck­ 
et and peeled o ff $140. 
When v isito rs 
co me 
fro m o ther 
tribes they are 
giv en 
ex trav agant 
presents. 
Squ aws giv e the v isiting 
ladies bo lts o f clo th. 
The men giv e 
their warrio r gu ests po nies. 
These 
gifts are u su ally made at a smo ke 
dance. 
If an Osage hands a pipe to 
a v isito r it indicates that the latter 
is go ing to be presented with a po ny . 
A chief named Yello w Ho rse bo u ght 
a $500 team in May and o ne fo r $170 
a mo nth ago . 
He is no w afo o t. 
An 
Indian, a few day s ago , bo u ght a ho rse 
fo r $45. say ing it was to be giv en to 
o ne o f a v isiting band. 
White men say the Indians wo u ld 
hav e do ne well nev er to hav e giv en 
u p their tepees. 
They liv e o u t 
o f 
do o rs in su mmer, bu t in winter they 
sleep a do zen o r mo re in a ro o m. As 
a resu lt many hav e co ntracted co u - 
su mptio n. 
The o nly u se they make 
o f the ho u ses du ring the lo ng su m­ 
mer mo nths is as sto rage places fo r 
their saddles and o ther pro perty , o r 
as liv ing qu arters fo r tenants. 
It Is 
co mmo n eno u gh to see a white tenant 
family liv ing in a co mfo rtable ho u se 
and the Indian o wners camping o u t 
in the y ard. 
Bo th the wo men and men are in­ 
v eterate po ker play ers. 
Stakes ru le 
high, and lo ng practice has dev elo ped 
a nu mber o f real ex perts in the tribe. 
They are also fo nd 
o f po ny 
races.

successful >ears w'ere spen t at Eighth 
an d P. 
Trad e grad ually in creased to 
an ex ten t which w arran ted the buyin g 
of good s in car lots. 
“The quarters again provin g too 
small, a move w^as mad e in 1899 to the 
d ouble storeroom at the n ortheast cor­ 
n er of Six th an d E, where the store 
remain ed un til the 12ch of the presen t 
mon th, when it w'as mo%’ed to elegan t 
n ew’^ quarters in the Fox -Heller build ­ 
in g, at 847 to 853 Fifth street. 
“The presen t stores occupy a space 
of 50x 100 feet, with basemen t. Coun ­ 
ters are con spicuous by their absen ce:
